EOBEIGN  HEWS  Oil  hPPLES 


Prices  paid  for  American  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction  of  Wed- 
nesday, November  16,  were  some-hat  better  for  both  barreled  and  boxed 
stock  than  on  the  preceding  Vf'ednesday,  according  to  a  cable  received  in 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department 1 3 
Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Barreled  apples  were  reported  as  arriving 
overripe,  with  a  slight  amount  of  decay.     Supplies  both  at  hand  and 
afloat  vrere  moderate  to  light,  however,  and  the  market  shoved  signs  of 
strengthening.     Boxed  apples  were  arriving  firm,  and  in  good  condition, 
and  the  light  supplies  were  encouraging  better  prices.  Grapefruit 
supplies  continued  heavy.    Florida  grapefruit,  however,  brought  from 
$4.87  to  S5.ll  per  case  against  §4-01  to  $4.56  paid  for  Porto  F.ico 
fruit.    Grapefruit  enjoys  a  good  demand,  with  prices  above  those  of 
last  week. 

Virginia  Winesaps  again  brought  the  best  prices  for  barreled  stock, 
U.S.  "-To.  1,  24-  inch  fruit  moving  at  $6.93  to  $7.42.    The  condition  of 
the  fruit  v.'as  variable,  but  there  v*as  a  good  demand  for  the  light  sup- 
plies available.    There  was  a  good  demand  also  for  Virginia  York  Imper- 
ials, which  brought  $6.75  to  $7.18  for  U.  S,  No.  1,  2^  inch.    U.  S.  Com- 
mercial grade,  2£  inch,  shored  good  condition  and  moved  at  $6.33  to  $7.06. 
Light  supplies  of  Virginia  Stayman  Wine saps  met  a  good  demand,  but  owing 
to  only  fair  condition  sold  down  to  $6.08  -  $6.33.    Virginia  Ben  Davis 
brought  the  lowest  prices  in  the  barreled  class,  going  as  low  as  $5.11 
for  U.  S.  Commercial,  2^  inch,  in  fair  condition.     This  variety  was  in 
generally  poor  condition,  with  the  result  that  the  light  supplies  met 
with  only  a  moderate  demand. 

There  was  a  good  demand  for  boxed  apples,  the  supply  of  which  w£S 
moderate  to  light,  with  the  condition  generally  good.    Extra  Fancy  Yellow 
Hew towns  from  Oregon,  sizes  150,  163/175,  brought  the  best  prices  for 
boxed  goods  at  34.14  to  34.50.     Fancy,  same  sizes,  were  next  at  S3. 95  to 
$4.14.    Jonathans  from  Washington  met  a  good  demand,  and  were  in  moderate 
supply  at  S3. 65  to  $3.77.    The  market  for  pears  was  steady  at  about  the 
same  levels  of  preceding  week.    Winter  Nelis  from  Washington  brought  34.14 
to  $4.87,  while  New  York  Xeiffers  in  standard  barrels  passed  at  $6.69  to 
$7.3C. 

York  Imperials  from  Virginia  were  sold  on  the  Hamburg  market  at 
$6.81  to  38.27,  according  to  condition.    At  Copenhagen  that  variety  brought 
a  somewhat  better  return  than  a  week  earlier,  although  the  best  price, 
$8.27,  Was  $1.10  under  the  highest  level  of  November  9..
